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A NOTABLE REPORT. 


Soon after the close of the war the 
president of the Board of Education 
in England appointed a committee to 
inquire into the position ol English in 
the educational 
system of England. 
/his nmmittee, which began its work 
mure 1 hun two • c ars ago, has just pub­ 


l i c ud its fii dings in a report which is 
extraordinary interest and value. 
‘ purpose of this report is to advise 
s tu d y of English “may best be 
d in schools of all types, in- 
í ;u 
eontinuation 
schools, 
and in 
universities and other institutions of 
higher education, regard being had 
to: (!) The requirements of liberal 
education; (2) the needs of business, 
the professions, 
and 
public service; 
and (3) the relation of English to oth- 
er studies.” 
The conclusion of 
the 
committee 
is that teaching 
of 
English in Eng- 
^ n d has been inadequate in the past 
because of ihe failure to grasp the 
full meaning , and 
possibilities of na­ 
tional education as a whole and be­ 
cause education has been ‘‘too remote 
from life," with “no common funda­ 
mental idea of the meaning or of the 
benefits of education.” 
It is pointed 
out that a new basis of education must 
be found and the committee maintains 
that “for this special purpose there is 
but one material.” 
It 
says: 
“We 
make no comparison, we state what 
appears to us to be an incontrovertible 
primary fact, that for English children 
u<> form of knowledge can take pre­ 
cedence of a knowledge of English, no 
form of literature can take precedence 
of English literature; and that the two 
are so inextricably 
connected 
as to 
form the only possible basis of a na­ 
tion al education.” 
This would seem to be so obvious 
that the wonder is that it should have 
been disregarded 
through 
all these 
years. It is recommended by the com­ 
mittee that in the schools of England 
hereafter systematic training be given 
in correct pronunciation and clear ar­ 
ticulation in the correct use of stan­ 
dard English, and that greater stress 
be laid 
upon 
reading aloud. Two 
points must be recognized, the com­ 
mittee urges: “First, the fundamental 
necessity of English for the full de­ 
velopment and character of English 
children; and second, the fundamen­ 
tal truth that the use of English does 
not come to all by nature, but is a fine 
art and must be taught as a tine art.” 
The report is a very comprehensive 
one and it is impossible here even to 
indicate the full scope of its contents 
but its 
general 
purpose 
is to make 
clear the conviction of the committee 
that the 
theory 
which 
has 
gained 
much support in recent years in Eng­ 
land, and which has also taken hold 
regrettably in America, that education 
should be primarily utilitarian in char­ 
acter, designated to fit the boy or girl 
for some work or trade, “is the educa­ 
tional lie in the soul.” The view of the 
committee which framed «this report is 
that “plainly the first and chief duty 
of the elementary school is to give its 
pupils speech— to make them articu­ 
late and civilized human beings.” 
The view of the report is that there 
should not be one way of English in 
schools of one 
type 
and another in 
schools of a different type. Some idea 
of the point of view of the committee 
may be had in the following quotation 
from that part of the 
report 
which 
de^ls with commercial 
and technical 
schools. 
Says the report: 
_ ^ 
“It has been borne in upon us time 
and again that our educational system 
is too remote from life. 
Life for the 


vast bulk of the 
population 
consists ! 
mainly of commercial and industrial 
activities. 
Hitherto the best currents 
of educational thought 
and 
experi­ 
ment, deriving from 
the time of the ; 
i Renaissance, have either despised or 
j ignored the commercial and industrial 
facts of the modern work1 
The result 
has been a cleavage, disastrous both 
1 for education and industry. 
Incident­ 
ally, it has given rise to that thronged 
but ill-built structure, behind the main 
j educational facade, known as techni­ 
cal education. Technical and commer­ 
cial studies are, we recognize, essen­ 
tial to a very large number of young 
people in this country; they are found­ 
ed upon the most simple and funda­ 
mental desires, the desire for bread 
and for success in life. 
But by them­ 
selves they are not a complete educa­ 
tion, as they do not even provide those 
who take them with all they require 
for efficient bread-winning. We claim, 
therefore, that it is in the highest in­ 
terests of the young student, the trade 
he seeks to serve, and the nation at 
large, 
that 
technical 
instruction 
should be supplemented and informed 
with the humanities— that 
it should 
become, in other words, technical edu­ 
cation. We claim further that an Eng­ 
lish humanism, including the study of 
literature, of history, and of the lan­ 
guage as an instrument of thought and 
expression, if made actual by being 
in ought closely into touch with the 
main preoccupations of the students, 
might go far not only to ennoble the 
education of the industrial worker, but 
also to bridge the gulf between indus­ 
try and culture referred to above.” 
The report of the committee seems 
to have made a very profound im­ 
pression in England and it should be 
considered in its entirety in this coun­ 
try as well, not only because English 
is the tongue of America as well as of 
England, but because the defects of 
the educational 
system 
of England 
against which the report is a protest 
exist in this country also.
